I am _ busy writing this to you 
sitting in a dug out in the front 
trenches and the Germans ; re a- 
bout 80 yards away in their trench- 
es. Some nights we have quite 
a display of red star rockets sent 
up by the Germans and the flare 
lights are very bright also. 

You bet, we wish the same thing 
about winter as you folks do, but 
we’re here to do our best to go 
through with it if necessary and it 
looks that way just now. 

There is a German machine gun 
pumping away at an aeroplane of 
ours flying overhead, They are also 
shelling it heavily, but it doesn’t 
worry him so very much as he is 
going steadily over their lines. We 
have seen some very fine aeroplane 
work frequently over our heads, 

Pleased to have Mrs. Beaupre’s 
good wishes and if you happen t6é 
run across them give them my 
kind regards and day I hope they 
are doing well in Calgary. 

Who Go you think I saw the other 
day passing on the road. None 
else than the great George Wakefield. 
We had just had a bit of a heavy 
march from some other trenches 
down this way and stopped for the 
forenoon for a rest and we were ly- 
ing having a sleep in the field, I sat 
up once or twice to see who was 
passing on the road when I saw 
this fat fellow marching along and 
thought I ought to know him, I 
suddenly shouted his name out and 
sure enough it was the great Wake- 
field, He had very little time to 
talk and didn’t know where he was 
bound for. I talked to him 
through the hedge and [ think if I 
had looked sooner I might have 
seen C. Marshall, Myles and others. 
I was a bit mad to think that they 
had passed and I didn’t manage to 
see them. He looks the same ‘‘Old 
Wukey’’. 

Thank you very much for the 
two cards of the Ladies Hockey 
team.

Over 70 per cent 
of the animals shown were purchas- 
ed by them and they were very 
well satisfied with the quality of 
the stuff bought, but Commander 
Courtois in conversation with our 
reporter expressed himself very dis- 
appointed that the ranchers had 
not brought more in as he had been 
lead to suppose that he could se- 
cure at least 100 a day in Gleichen. 
Next day the Commission purchased 
39 head from McHugh Bros, at their 
ranch and would have taken many 
more had they been better halter 
broken. It was explained to the

isan important horse raising dis- 
trict and he has consented to make 
an exception and return here on 
the 5th of November. He is anx- 
ious and willing to buy and our 
local ranchers will be foolish not to 
grasp the opportunity by bringing 
in every available horse of the class 
needed and by making a good show- 
ing now prove that this district is 
worthy the consideration of future 
buyers.

800,000 Armenian Cristians Killed 


Upon best authority the horrible fact is revealed 
that the unspeakable Germans and Turks have put to death 
and tortured 800,000 Christian Armenians. In this con- 
nection ‘Jermans aré equally guilty with the Turks, inas- 
much as the Turks are officered by Germans, It is a 
pleasure to state that the United States has indicated to 
Turkey in a very plain manner that diplomatic arrange- 
ments will be called off if Turkey does not stop the killing 
of the Armenians.

Agriculture School Will be Crowded 


So popular has the course in practical agriculture 
become that the demand for admission in to Alberta Gov- 
Schools of Agriculture promises to exceed the accommoda- 
tion. There are at present three of these schools,located at 
Vermillion, Olds and Claresholm. More are required to 
meet the demand and as Gieichen is nicely situated between 
the two later and can offer a free site upon which wrigated 
as well as dry farming can be demonstrated, one should be 
located here; and may be if our townspeople and farmers 
will make the effort to secure it. Farmars’ boys and girls 
may attend the schools during the winter months at a very 
nominal cost, and are given practical instructions in many 
matters of great value to them in their farm life. The 
boys are taught carpenter work, blacksmithing, soil and 
seed selection, detection of noxious weeds and how to 
erradicate them, the use and care of farm implements, 
gasoline eugines,etc., and a general knowledge of livestock, 
dairying, and all branches of husbandry. The girls are 
instructed in domestic science, cooking, sewing, household 
management, and kindred subjects, [he object of the 
schools is not to turn out professors of agriculture, but to 
fit boys and girls to be farmers and farmers’ wives.

Appeals by the United States and Spanish 
consuls were unaviling and a revision of her case by the 
emperor was denied. It mattered not that she had for 
months been freely nursing wounded German soldiers and 
gave the best of her life to the sacred cause of humanity, 
She had been found guilty and must die. : 

In Great Britain a German woman admitted on 
examination that she was a spy and the British authori- 
ties sent her to jail for a term of years. In Brussels the 


by a squad of “kultured” Hun soldiers, She fainted and 
fell and the officer in charge of the squad walked up to her 
prostrate form and fired a bullet from his revolver through 
her brain, saving the soldiers their unpleasant task. 

No more coldblooded or heartless act has been 
recorded since the war began. It was such conduct as 
might have been looked for from some savage, barbarian 
tribe without a glimmer of civilization. That it be 
avenged a thousandfold before war ends goes without say- 
ing. Britons will never permit sv dastardly a crime 
against wornanhood to remain unpunished. —

* RUSSIA AND THE WAR 


A Lesson In Economics—The Value 
of Our Industrits 


One result of the war {n Russia is 
that wages remain low amd that Rus- 
sian commerce is now like a broken 
machine, because imports have largely 
ceased. With great financial resources 
she is impotent—because she has no 
industries! Canada has industries that 
supply her internal nee@s, and can 
export if need be, and Canada has no 
vodka problem to solve. Does not the 
thought strike one that home indus- 
tries are a source of infinite strength 
to any nation? With all her resourc- 
es, Russia could not mseke her bind- 
ers, boots or clothing. In a thousand 
‘ways the individual Russian today 
feels the lack of imported goods—and 
he has no source of home manufac- 
ture. The lack of implements, bind- 
er twine, etc, has hampered Russian 
agriculture; the lack of munitions 
and equipment has hamp-red Russian 
military operations. Yet in Canada 
there exist individuals who decry the 
making of goods in Canada, who sneer 
at the policy of buying goods made at 
home, They talk of the exploitation 
of the consumer, but evade the whole 
fea of the importance to a nation 
of its industries, the ecomomic benefit 
that comes from exportimg goods, not 
importing them. In Canada we want- 
ed to take a short cut te» wealth. We 
laid out sub-divisions instead of bulld- 
ing factories; we operated in land 
deals instead of raising industria) 
centers; we borrowed {foreign money 
tnsteac of keeping our own wealth at 
home. What money we had we divert- 
ed to other nations by buying goods 
that we could have produced our- 
selves. We were ridimg for a fall, 
but surely the war will teach us that 
strength lies within ourselves, Let us 
mot forget that, save for the destiny 
of nations, we might be ‘isolated to-day 
as is Russia, Had it been so we would 
have realized the foolismness of spend- 
tng money on imported goods; we 
would have realized the importance of 
supporting Canadian industries, we 
would have purchased made in Can- 
ada goods—and thanked Providence 
that we had, at least to some extent, 
@eveloped our homa industries.—

The Alberta Estray Law prescrioes 
that the party who takes upan estray 
animal must immediately notify the 
brand reader nearest to his place to 
come out and examine the animal and 
take a copy of the brand, if any, on 
the animal, Then an advertisment 
must be inserted in the nearest local 
paper and also in the Alberta Gazette, 
and until the law is complied with the 
holder of an astray cannot collect any 
fee for his trouble or feed, Prompt 
action must be taken, the law bein 
very strictin this matter, The bran¢ 
readers are entitled to a fee of two 
dollars for each animal they examine 
and milage to the amount of 10c per 
mile, not to exceed 30 miles, The cost 
of the advertising and the reading of 
the brands is a charge against the 
estray animal and must be paid wheh 
the animal is claimed, he party 
holding the animal is responsible for 
all charges until it is sold or redeemed 
by the owner, No charges for feed 
are allowed between the 15th day of 
April and the lith day of November, 
From November 15 to April 16 a fee 
of 15c¢ per head per day is allowed for 
horses and cattle dating from the day 
on which the notice is mailed to the 
owner of the estray animal or to the 
Alberta Gazette, but not exceeding 
the sum of nine dollars, South of the
